Should you ask the school children 
of ‘the country: or the general’ public 
of older growth the name of the first 


‘President of the: United States every 


child. and: probably |999 out.of every 
thousand of the grown-ups would an- 
swer.George Washington.’ Every: one 
would be: wrong. Washington was. the 
first’ to. be elected and serve as. Presi- 
dent -urider the: Constitution, ‘but. was 
preceded as President of the: United 


States by ten other men. Who then : 


was the first: President? 

Well, this honoris clainied for. oné 
of her sons,. John. Hanson, : by Mary- 
land, but erroneously so. Up to. March 
1, 1781 the government was carried on

McKean, a native ‘of Pennsylvania,| °

by John. Hanson- of Maryland. ~ ~~ 

Of the other seven predecessors of 
Washington in this’ office, Massachu- 
setts. Pennsylwani and. Virginia fur- 
nished two each and New Jersey one. 
It_is somewhat peculiar that none of 


these .men ever took a prominent part). 


in: the government .under the Consti- 
tution. and the best. known name is 
that of. John. Hancock of: Massachu- 
setts, the first man to sign the Dec- 
laration of -Independence.
